AT last Japan has a woolen mill. It 


is situated in the metropolis and the 
whole machinery has been brought from 
England. Every process in the cloth 
manufactory, from the washing to the 
milling, has been provided for, and the 
establishment will give employment to 
200 hands. These have previously worked 
with small hand looms in their own 
homes, but promise to become expert 
mill hands. 


BBPOKTS from all over the country 


ehow that there will not be enough corn 
raised this year for home consumption. 
The amount required for this purpose is 
estimated at 2,000,000,000 bushels, and 
the estimates of the crop show that it 
will not exoeed 1,600,000,000. 
Of oonrso 


the amount required depends a good denl 
on fall pasturage. A lat» frost and good 
grass up to the edge of winter would cut 
down the home consumption figures while 
it would somewhat increase the produc- 
tion. There will be no corn burned this 
year because it is a cheaper fuel thim 
coal. Farmers will get pood prices for 
what they have to sell, and will make 
more money on the average than they 
•ronld if the crop was a full one. 
Tbe 


heavy burden will fall on the consumers 
who are not corn prodncets. High priefd 
corn means nigh priced fat hogs and bi'ef 
cattle. The other products of the farm 
also command good prieea. 
It ia not 


probable, nfter the co'in crop is harvested 
that the farmers will ba seeking any re- 
lief through Congress.—E,c. 


SOME New York dentists are beginning 


to work by night also. The first week 
shows a patronage almost if not quite as 
large as during the day. Operators say 
they can do just as good work by the aid 
of the incandescent light as by the light 
of the sun, and that the quiet of the 
streets by night has a soothing effect on 
the nerves, which are not so sensitive to 
pain us when tensely strung by day and 
by the excitement of daylight surround- 
ings.
